APPENDIX 


DEFINITION OF TERMS AND ABREVIATIONS 


The following outline was used as a guide in 
defining the quality of the records available: 


Excellent: Records obtained where an intense dis- 
charge measurement program was carried out at a 
site which has a stable control and a well-defined 
stage-discharge relationship. 


Good: Records obtained where stages are reasonably 
uniform at a site which may have minor shifting of 
the control and which has a well defined stage- 
discharge relationship. 


Fair: Records obtained where a scarcity of dis- 
charge measurements results in a poorly defined 
stage-discharge relationship. 


Poor: Records obtained at a station where a poor 
control, a poor discharge measurement section or 
a scarcity of discharge measurements results in a 
poorly or non-defined stage-discharge relation- 
ship.

cfs "Cubic foot per second" is the unit expressing 
rate of discharge.

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INTRODUCT ION 


This bulletin contains streamflow data collected by the 
Hydrologic Data Branch of the Division of Water Resources during 
1970. 


The data are presented in two sections. The first 
section, under the heading "Streamflow Stations," contains data 
for stations operated on a year round basis and the second section, 
headed "Summer Gauging Sites," provides data from sites gauged 
during the summer period only, with the aid of seasonal employees. 


Enquiries concerning the data in this bulletin should be 
made to the Supervisor of the Hydrologic Data Branch. 


DATA QUALITY

Poor: Records obtained from a site where an unstable con- 

trol, poor discharge measurement section or scarcity of dis-
